Wastes was formed in 1980 after the discovery of 
10 toxic dump sites in this historic Newark 
neighborhood. The Committee was successful in 
forcing the clean up of 1 of these dumps, and a 
partial cleanup of the other which later exploded. 
The remaining barrels burned, but a major 
tragedy was averted.
